Causes Of Asthma 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The permanent relief of bronchial asthma 
must depend upon: (1) The development of a 
strong diaphragm so that the patient can in- 
hale and exhale with perfect freedom of move- 


ment. (2) The avoidance of those foods which 
cause excessive gas in the stomach and intes- 
tines which in turn presses 
up against the diaphragm 


and restricts its movement in 
breathing. In avoiding gas, 
the chief foods to be left out 
are the starches, sugars, 
onions, and garlic and others 
which the patient has noted 
to be gas-forming such as 
cooked cabbage and cooked 
dried beans. Such foods must 
be completely eliminated at 
McCoy the start of the treatment and 
gar may be added in moderation 
only recovery. (3) The observance of 
rule in omitting starches and sugars of all 
kinds will automatically cut down on the ex- 
cessive secretion of mucus by the membrane 
lining the bronchial] tubes which is a third im- 
portant underlying cause. When the patient 
corrects the lack of mobility of the diaphragm, 
the excessive gas, and the excess mucus secre- 
tion he has overcéme the chief causes of his 
attacks and then remains perfectly free from 
further attacks even though the attacks may 
have been present for several years before the 
treatment was started.

Once the main causes as I have outlined 
them are fully developed the mucous membrane 
of the bronchial tubes becomes sensitive and 
certain substances may prove irritating such as 
pollen, dust, hair and so on. However, I con- 
sider that the exaggerated reaction to the sub- 


stances which prove irritating only to the 
asthmatic or to the patient with hay fever, is 
only a contributing or exciting cause. Sensi- 


tiveness to such materials starts off the attack 
once the bronchi are congested and easily irri- 
tated. None of these substances will cause 
asthma unless the main causes are present and 
when the real causes are corrected, the patient 
is no longer hyper-sensitive and remains un- 
affected by substances previously capable of 
inducing an attack. 

The phenomena occurring during an attack 


of asthma consist of three changes. First, the 
muscles in the walls of the bronchial tubes 
undergo a spasmodic contraction or tightening 
which narrows these hollow tubes to such an 
extent that air passes out with difficulty, caus- 
ing wheezing. Second, the mucous ibrane 


which lines the tut

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1885 was fought 
the battle of Frenchman's Butte, 
in the rebellion in Saskatchewan, 
and the trouble was practically 
ended. It was a lively scrap while 
it lasted and the Winnipeg Light 
Infantry and the 65th of Montreal 
displayed great courage under 
trying conditions. 


W. B, Cameron in his “War 
Trail of Big Bear” gives a graphic 
story of the f t, as well as the 
text of the report of General 
Stran ge who had been campaign- 
ng in that rough country for two 
months and who deserves more 
credit than is given him by th 
mil y historians. As Cameron 
says To others fell the rewards 
and honors of the campaign, but 
the West knew what was due to 
General Str ange for his 
action in organizing 
and for his splen di d mar 
Calgary to Fort Pitt with the Al- 
berta Field Force.” 

A few days the Macleans 
and the other prisoners, including 
Cameron, who had begn taken 


—s 


prisoner by Big Bear in March 
and who had been suffering tor- 
tures as they were driven from 
to camp, were released, 
Cameron, not content with what 
he had gone through for nigh 
three months, asked and was al- 
lowed to take part in the final 
wind up, and it was he who acted 
as scout leader for General 
Strange in the operations which 
wound-up the rebellion. 

Big Bear gave himself up to the 
Mounted Police at Fort Carlton on 
July 1. Wandering Spirit, the real 
leader of the massacre at Frog 
Lake. and the others surrendered 
and were taken to Regina for 
trial. One thing that is remarkable 


in Mr. Cameron's narrative is his 
sturdy defence of Big Bear in 
print as it was in the court at 
Regina. He always insists that Big 


Bear was forced into the fighting 
by the young men. 

Mr, Cameron and Mrs. Yulle, of 
Toronto, (who was Kitty Maclean) 
are probably the only survivors of 
that fearful wandering in the fast- 
nesses of the north in 1885.

SET A TRAP

ing the letter he had set a trap for 
the writer. After boring peepholes 
in the wall of a rear room in his 
hotel he had placed a package be- 
hind a lavatory. A string was at 
tached to the package, the other 
end being tied to a tin cup that 
would rattle if the package 
disturbed 

Detective Kingzett had been sta-| 
tioned in another room beside the! 
tin cup while Chepil had watched 
through the  peepholes Chepil 
swore’ accused came and without 
hesitation picked up the package 
but dropped it when he heard the | 
ci'tp rattle.
